Education is the key to 
combating racism, said a 
participant at Talk About 
Race Saturday. 

Racism “starts in the 
school system and it ends 
in prison,” said KC Brooks. 
The East Preston native 
was one of about 50 people 
at an International Day for 
the Elimination of Racial 
Discrimination event host¬ 
ed by The Hub in Halifax. 
The event was one of sever¬ 
al taking place throughout 
the HRM to recognize the 
day. 

Brooks lived in Toronto 
and Montreal before re¬ 
turning home. 

“That was when I saw 
the racism that plagues 
Halifax,” he said. 

Many of his friends be¬ 
came involved in crime af¬ 
ter getting “shunned” out 
of the education system. 

“They felt higher learn¬ 
ing wasn’t for them; or 
better yet, they weren’t for 
higher learning.” 

Marshall Williams, also 
from East Preston, said he 
only realized the role 
racism plays in Nova Scotia 
after he graduated from 
university and began re¬ 


assessing run-ins he had as 
a boy. “When you look 
back on it, you go, ‘wait a 
minute: What was that 
about?”’ he said. “Eveiy- 
body who’s not in a mar¬ 
ginalized group is not 
racist, but a lot of times 
they may not understand 
the need for change be¬ 
cause they can’t see it until 
someone tells them it’s 
there.” 

Filmmaker Sobaz Ben¬ 


jamin grew up in the U.K., 
then lived in Grenada, 
Toronto and Nova Scotia. 

“Race travels,” the father 
of two said. 

He internalized racism, 
at one point using skin- 
bleaching creams. Coming 
to Canada, he found a soci¬ 
ety that said it celebrates 
multiculturalism, but “for 
most people, that’s not 
their lived reality. It’s a 
worthwhile ideal that we 


can aspire to, but we’re 
definitely not there.” 

“For a long time, I want 
to do something about 
racism in Nova Scotia but I 
didn’t know what,” said 
Sera Thompson, one of the 
event organizers. 

“I often felt it wasn’t my 
place. Something shifted 
for me; I took a little bold 
step and invited people to¬ 
gether to have a conversa¬ 
tion.”

Amber Doucette knows 
the suffering that bullied 
people with disabilities 
experience so well she 
wrote the book on it. 

Well, illustrated it, 
anyway. 

“Fm kind of an amateur 
artist — I sell art online, 
but I’ve never actually done 
such a big project. I was re¬ 
ally excited,” Doucette said 
Friday at the launch of The 
Fountain of Harmony, a 
children’s book she created 
with Kelsey McCormick, 
Adam Jones, Trevor Mur¬ 
phy and Briona Campbell. 

The book grew out of a 
project headed by reachA- 
bility, a Halifax charity for 
people with all kinds of dis¬ 
abilities. 

“When we chose the 
project, at first I don’t 
think we thought it was re¬ 
ally realistic. But then 
when we wrote the stoiy, 
we saw how it could come 
together and it inspired me 
to meet the deadlines so 
we could get it done,” she 
said. 

“I’m hoping it will show 
some kids that it’s not right 
to treat people differently 
just because they’re not ex¬ 
actly how you are. Eveiy- 
one’s different; it doesn’t 
matter.” 


Project co-ordinator Emi¬ 
ly Anderson said the book 
is available free for teach¬ 
ers and other education 
professionals who want a 
first-hand teaching tool 
about discrimination and 
bulljdng. 

“The four co-writers are 
all living with disabilities 
and have been victims of 
bulljdng and the stigma in 


society,” Anderson ex¬ 
plained, noting they start¬ 
ed the book in November. 

“We always hoped to get 
to this stage. There have 
been some struggles work¬ 
ing as a group, but we’re 
definitely excited.” 

The message of Fountain 
of Harmony is broad, she

The 
Toronto skyline dimmed 
noticeably and hydro us¬ 
age dropped 8.7 per cent. 
In Ottawa, they showed a 
four per cent decrease in 
hydro usage. In Halifax, 
the McDonald Bridge, city 
hall and Grand Parade 
Square all went dark. 

This year. Earth Hour 
events are planned in 
many cities across Canada.

Rainmen out of the running 


Loss to Millrats ends playoff hopes

The Halifax Rainmen’s 
goal of hoisting a champi¬ 
onship banner this year 
has fallen well short of the 
mark. 

The Rainmen, a team 
loaded with all-star calibre 
talent, were eliminated 
from the Premier Basket¬ 
ball League playoff race 
yesterday with a 118-105 
loss to the Atlantic Confer¬ 
ence-leading Manchester 
Millrats at the Metro Cen¬ 
tre. 

The Rainmen, 10-9, had 
hoped to take the PBL by 
storm after dropping out of 
the American Basketball 
Association last March. 
They had gone 12-20 in 
their inaugural season. 

“We have to hold our 
head up, everybody in Hali¬ 
fax,” said Rainmen forward 
Eric Crookshank. “Last 
year, it was a horrible 
league, we didn’t win 
many games, and we never 
beat Manchester or (the) 
Vermont (Frost Heaves). 
This year, we did some 
good things, showed some 
good things.” 

With a crowd of 3,743 
looking on — the fourth 
highest in franchise histo¬ 
ry — the Rainmen built a 
solid 61-52 lead at half¬ 
time with countless alley- 
oops and dunks. 

But that lead fell apart in 
the second half, as the Mill¬ 
rats took over the game 
with a 35-20 run in the 
third quarter and finished 


with a 22-point edge in the 
final 24 minutes. 

The Millrats, playing 
without top scorer 
Desmond Ferguson, turned 
to Marlowe Currie, who 
had too many open looks 
and went 7-of-9 from three- 
point range for 30 points. 

Crookshank said the 
Rainmen “slacked off on” 
their defence and already 
had a W chalked up in 
their heads. 

“We got overconfident in 
the second half,” Crook¬ 
shank admitted. “A lot of 
guys thought the game was 
over already and it wasn’t. 
I’m not saying it was me. 
I’m not saying it was other 
people, but you could tell 
in our body language. 

“We thought that little 
lead we had was the end of 
the game, and that’s a 
great team that will fight 
to the end.” 

Tony Bennett finished 
with 21 points for Halifax, 
while A.J. Millien added 19. 
Crookshank posted a 15- 
point, 14-rebound double¬ 
double and also had five as¬ 
sists. Reggie George hit for 
16 points in his debut at 
the Metro Centre. 

As it turned out, a win 
wouldn’t have mattered, as 
the Wilmington Sea 
Dawgs’ 110-91 win over 
the Detroit Panthers later 
that night would have 
sealed Halifax’s fate any¬ 
way. 

The Rainmen wrap up 
their season next weekend 
with back-to-back games 
against the Montreal 
Sasquatch.

did an apprenticeship as a 
heavy-duty mechanic but 
got laid off from his job in 
1982 when the construc¬ 
tion market dried up.

He 
went to the Olympic Oval 
when it opened in 1987 
and learned about speed¬ 
skating. 

Over the years, he took 
courses on refrigeration 
and ice-making equip¬ 
ment. Five years ago, he 
got promoted into his cur¬ 
rent position. 

“To be good at this job, 
you have to have an open 
mind, be creative and 
open to new things,” says 
Messer. He’s questioned 
some traditional ice-mak¬ 
ing techniques and his ex¬ 
periments have led to nu¬ 
merous new ways to make 
fast, clean, smooth ice for 
both speedskaters and 
hockey players (his facility 
has a long-track oval and 
two international size 
rinks for hockey and short 
track skating). 

He’s learned, for in¬ 
stance, that highly puri¬ 
fied water works best for 
long track skating, while 
water with minerals and 
impurities left in it leads 
to better short track skat¬ 
ing. 

These days, his job en¬ 
tails monitoring the ice by 
looking at computer re¬ 
ports from under-the-ice 
sensors, by checking it

boyfriend in a televised 
ceremony only last 
month, died in her sleep 
at her home in Essex, 
southeast England. 

“Jade died at 3:55 a.m. 
this morning,” her tearful 
mother Jackiey Budden 
told reporters yesterday. 

“Family and friends 
would like privacy at last.” 

Even Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown, who had 
commented on her illness, 
joined the tributes that 
poured in after her death, 
saying his thoughts went 
out to her family.

CHICKEN INGREDIENTS: 

2 tsp (10 ml) olive oil 
4 skinless, boneless chick¬ 
en breast halves 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 
SAUCE INGREDIENTS: 

2 shallots 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 
1 1/2 tsp (7 ml) grated or¬ 
ange zest 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) fresh 
rosemaiy, minced 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) pepper 
2/3 cup (150 ml) orange 
juice 

1 tbsp (15 ml) orange mar¬ 
malade 

1 tbsp (15 ml) lemon juice 
1 tsp (5 ml) cornstarch 
blended with 1 tbsp (15 
ml) water 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large skillet 
over medium heat. Sprin¬ 
kle chicken with salt and 
cook until golden brovm 


on one side, about 5 min¬ 
utes. Turn chicken and 
cook until golden brown 
and cooked through, 
about 5 minutes. Transfer 
to plate and cover loosely 
with foil. 

2. Add shallots to pan and 
cook, stirring, until light 
golden, about 3 minutes. 
Stir in salt, orange zest, 
rosemary, pepper, orange 
juice and marmalade and 
boil. Stir in lemon juice. 

3. Stir in cornstarch mix¬ 
ture and cook, stirring, un¬ 
til sauce is slightly thick¬ 
ened, about 1 minute. 

Slice chicken and serve 
with sauce spooned on 
top.
